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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The Information Disclosure Statement filed 02/23/04 has been fully considered. 

2. The references of interest are cited: Davis et al. (US 6,046,901 ) show a structure 
of a semiconductor device (see Fig. 3) comprising an input/output circuit formed to an 
edge of a control circuit 16 which serves as a semiconductor chip; an ESD (electrostatic 
discharge protection circuit) 17 is adjacent to the chip 16; and bumps 70, 71, and 72 
arranged on one of major surfaces of the chip. However, Davis fails to teach having the 
ESD formed in a functional module of the semiconductor chip, where the bumps are 
located close to the functional module and connected to the functional module via the 
ESD. Please also see Pace (US 5,904,499), Lin (US 6,303,996 B2), Zhu (US 
5,866,924), Wang et al. (US 5,414,299), and Malinowski et al. (US 2003/0089979 A1) 
regarding an electrostatic discharge protection circuit).
